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THE BUGLER 

POSITION.—The Bugle is held in the right hand with a firm grasp in the 
centre, right elbow in front and inclining to the right of the body. 
Place the Bugle to the lips ; usually one-third of the monthpiece rests on 
the upper lip and two-thirds on the lower lip; the lips are kept 
sufficiently open to permit the necessary breath to pass through to 
produce sound, which is obtained by a firm pressure sharply striking the 
tongue between the lips, at the same time the breath passing through 
(the tongue does not enter the cup of the mouthpiece). Over-blowing 
or sitting down to practice is absolutely forbidden. 


First practise the low note, keeping it sustained as long as possible 
(avoid overstrain) ; then proceed with the other notes. There are 
five notes on the Bugle—1z.e., commencing from the bottom, C, G, C, 
Ik, G. On no account are the cheeks to be blown out. The higher 
the note the greater the pressure of the bugle to the lip, also the tongue 
is struck with greater force. 


BUGLE DRILL.—The Bugle is suspended by a cord which passes over the 
left shoulder, allowing the Bugle to hang on the right side just below 
the hip (t.e., so that the right hand can grasp it without the body being 
allowed to bend over). 
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On the command ‘ ONE” smartly place the bell of the Bugle on the 
right hip, mouthpiece to the right front and right elbow close to the 
body. 
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On the command ‘‘ rwo”’ smartly force the bugle to the front of the 
body, right arm at full length, and in line with the right shoulder. 


On the command ‘ THREE”’ smartly bring the Bugle to the mouth. 
Return to the right hip, vice-versa.
